The Brown Book is a mystery. story. 
is very nearly a detective story; though not 
quite, in spite of the fact that there are 
several detectives on the scene right through 
the book. The author is well known as a 
writer of novels of the mystery and the de- 
tective type, and he has the art of making the 
very most out of his material. He knows well 
how to ‘sustain the interest until the close 
of the last chapter, and to do that is vital. It 
must not be thought, however, that “ The 
Brown Book” is simply and solely a sen- 
sational novel. It is a great deal more than 
that: it is well written, since Mr. Harris- 
Bursland is a stylist. The complaint against 
most thrillers and hair-raisers is that they 
are ignorantly written—that their production, 
if one may use the word, is bad. Here we 
have an exciting story of strange murders, 
rumours of treasure, and the like, and it is all 
excellently told. Nobody who spends a couple 
of evenings in reading The Brown Book 
will have wasted his time.

Reunion. 
The movement ‘for the reunion of the 


|} Churches has made steady progress since 


the Lambeth Conference of 1920. The 
Church of England and the Free 
Churches have discovered agreement on 
many points, Two English bishops have 
joined in the consecration of bishops of 
the Church of Sweden. The chief 
Patriarchs of the Eastern Orthodox Church 
have acknowledged the validity of Anglican 
Orders. We do not think, however, that 


any of these advances had prepared the 


English people for the announcement 


which the Archbishop of Canterbury made 


yesterday in his letter to the Metropolitans 


of the Anglican Communion. During the 


last two years conferences—three in number 
—have been held at Malines, under the 


‘auspices of Cardinal Mercier, between re- 


presentatives of the Anglican and Roman 
Catholic Churches. The conferences, while 
“unofficial,” have been held with the 
knowledge of the Archbishop of Canter- 


bury and the Pope. They discussed not 


only the great doctrinal and historical 
questions sundering the two Churches, 


but also certain large administrative 
problems’’ which might arise in the event 


A very interesting, and possibly dangerous, 
situation has arisen in connection with 
the mining industry in Great Britain. For 
many months past the miners have been 
dissatisfied. with the national wages 
agreement which was concluded with the 
Government and the Mining Association 
after the last big coal strike. The Execu- 


tive of the Miners’ Federation met recently 


to -consider the situation, and shortly 
afterwards a meeting of delegates was 
called. Both bodies decided that a ballot 
should be held, and at a meeting of the 
Executive in London yesterday the date 


of the ballot was fixed finally for January 


10th. Mr. Frank Hodges, M.P., explained 
the problem after the meeting. The miners 
will be asked to decide whether or not 
notice shall be given to terminate the 
national wages agreement, and, if a bare 
majority is secured in favour of this step, 
three months’ notice will be given 
immediately. Mr. Hodges added that a 
vote against the agreement would not. 
necessarily mean another coal strike. 
H~ said that negotiations would be opened 
at once with the coal-owners, and, even if 
they failed to bring about a new agree- 
ment, a further ballot would become 
necessary before work could be stopped. 
The result of the ballot will be known on 
January 14th, by which time, in all 
probability, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will 
be making strenuous’ efforts to form 
Britain’s first Labour Government. If the 


miners vote against the national agreement, 


Mr. Macdonald will find himself faced with 


a very nasty problem. He is extremely 


anxious to secure the support of the 
Liberal Party in the House of Commons, 
and for that reason probably will do his 
best to make a good impression at the 
start. While they were in opposition it 
was easy enough for the Labour leaders 
to advise the miners to terminate their 
contract, but when they are Ministers cf 
the Crown their position is likely to 
become rather awkward. They know per- 
fectly well that the coal industry at 
present cannot afford to increase the 
miners’ wages, but they have committed 
themselves so deeply to the miners’ case 
that they will not be able to evade fulfil- 
ment of their thoughtless pledges. II 
they agree to increase the present 
minimum wage, they will saddle their own 
Chancellor of the Exchequer with an im- 
possible burden, and, furthermore, will 
run the risk of encouraging every other

THE OUTER SHRINE. 


VALLEY OF THE KiNGS,

These latter have been now carefully ex- 
amined, to ascertain how the entrance was 
contrived in ancient times. It appears that 
the lower steps of the stairway must have 
been originally removed for.the admission of 
these sections, and subsequently built up 
again. : | 

It is also now apparent that the lintel, as 
originally cut in the rock, must have been 
larger t it now is. It be remem- 
bered that there is a wooden beam over the 
door jambs. Since the lintel of this doorway 
and the ceiling of the passage are cut in the 
‘bedrock, a beam of this nature could not have 
been necessary to consolidate the doorway. 
“While some curiosity was aroused - its 
presence, the question was not followed up, 
as at the time it did not a material to 
the work then to be done. object of this 
wooden lintel, however, is now. apparent. 


As in the case of the steps, a part of the 
matural rock upon a portion of the doorway 
must have been also cut away to allow the 
ingress of the sections, and the gap must 
subsequently have been made good by a filling 
‘which this wooden lintel was to hold in place. 
As the gap was plastered over, the false 
portion above the beam, like the false part of 
the stairway, was not noticed until the diffi- 
culty in regard to passing the roof sections out
